TOKYO, Feb. 27 (Thursday)—Fresh troubles beset Ja¬ 
pan today, following the assassination yesterday of three of 
Japan's most distinguished leaders, including Premier Kei- 
suke Okada. Young officers of the Japanese army said they 
assassinated Okada and Admiral Viscount Makoto Saito, 
lord keeper of the privy seal and former premier, and Gen¬ 
eral Jotaro Watanabe, chief of military education, to “re¬ 
move corrupt influences from around the throne.” 

Strict censorship was clamped down and martial law 
was ordered in Tokyo, clouding r 
reports of the aftermath of the 
attempted coup d'etat. I In Lon¬ 
don. however, news agencies re¬ 
ported that Fumio Goto, who had 
been designated acting premier 
of Japan, and all his new cabinet 
had tendered their resignations to 
the emperor.) 

The rebel-soldiers, who earlier 
had been reported as issuing a 
statement that a “new law of 
state" would he promulgated for 
Japan this evening, were report¬ 
ed to be holding the Tokyo 
metropolitan police headquar¬ 
ters against government troops. 

(News dispatches in London 
said 3000 soldier-rebels were 
holding the headquarters.) 

Several Others Killed 
The assassinations were carried 
out in a snow storm before dawn 
yesterday. 

The soldiers also • wounded 
Korekiyo Takahashi. minister of 
finance, and Admiral Kantaro 
Suzuki, lord chamberlain of the 
imperial court. 

They killed and wounded several 
lesser personages, together with 
policemen, body guards, and per¬ 
sonal servants in their sudden at¬ 
tempt at a coup d’etat. 

Martial Law Proclaimed 
(A Japanese consular source in 
London stated unconfirmed re¬ 
ports from Japanese newspapers 
said 80 persons had been killed in 
all. Riiehi Akahashi. son of the 
minister of finance, said in New 
York he had received a cable stat¬ 
ing his father was dead.) 

All other members of the cab¬ 
inet escaped unhurt and one of 
the ministers, Fumio Goto, head 
of the home office, was made 
acting premier by Emperor Hiro- 
hito. Goto is a Nationalist. 

The government declared a state 
of emergency and ordered two 
fleets from the high seas to po¬ 
lice duty at- Tokyo and Osaka. 

Martial law was proclaimed in 
the city of Tokyo only at 2:30 a. 
m. today. 

Lieut. Gen. Kohei Kashii, com¬ 
mander of the Tokyo garrison, 
was placed in charge of enforc¬ 
ing the law.

I’se By Any City 

Under such a law, any city in . 
the county could pass an enabling 
act and establish a rock pile. The 
supervisors looked at the subject 
in this light yesterday afternoon 
in order that any action it might 
take could not be construed as 
special legislation for Santa Ana 
alone. 

The c ity council here has adopt¬ 
ed a resolution authorizing crea¬ 
tion of the rock pile, subject to 
approval of the supervisors. This 
is necessary inasmuch as Santa 
Ana’s prisoners arc housed in the 
county jail. 

Board Divided 

Two schools of thought devel¬ 
oped during yesterday's discussion 
of the subject, Supervisors Willard t 
Smith of Orange and LcRoy Lyon 
of Anaheim saying they are not J 
convinced of the wisdom of using 
the rock pile system as a deterrent 
to crime. Supervisor N. F,. West 
argued on the other side. He con¬ 
tended that whipping posts and 
chain gangs have demonstrated 
unquestioned efficiency in curb¬ 
ing crime. Supervisor W. C. 
Jerome indicated a similar 
attitude. 

Mr. Jerome and District Attor¬ 
ney W. F. Menton will confer with 
Police Chief Floyd Howard. Police 
Commissioner Plummer Bruns and 
City Attorney L. W. Blodget in re¬ 
gard to the project. 


Superior Judge H G. Ames to¬ 
day removed Miss Florence Dolph.

Later she filed a 
contest against probate of the 
will, which left the residue of the 
estate to Miss McGaughey and 
gave Florence Dolph a picture and 
a rug. 

Give Age As Reason

special administrator on the 
gn nd of her advanced at li 
maxing his ruling today the cour. 
said he had to bear in mind that 
the property of Blanche Dolph was 
her separate property and that she 
had the right to name whomever 
she wished as executors. He in¬ 
dicated his belief it would be an 
abuse of the court’s discretion to 
disregard her wishes. 

The court's order vests the new 
special administrators with only 
general powers and Nathan New¬ 
by, their attorney, said they have 
no desire to sell any of the prop¬ 
erty. Rex Hardy and Judge Rob¬ 
ert Clarke, who appeared for Miss 
Dolph, suggested that Mr. Lucy 
and Miss McGaughey be ordered 
not to sell the stock in the Dol¬ 
phin corporation which was given 
them by Blanche Dolph before her 
death. 

No Jurisdiction 

The court, however, said he now 
has no jurisdiction over this prop¬ 
erty. Col. M. B Wellington, who 
appeared with Nathan and Charles 
Newby for the executors, said they 
would be extremely foolish to 
make such sales and would not 
be advised to do so by their coun¬ 
sel.

INDIANAPOLIS. Feb. 26. '.Ti 
The American Legion, completing 
a year’s review of communism in 
the United States, recommended 
today a three-point legislative pro¬ 
gram as a. means of combating the 
spread of the doctrine in this 
country. 

The Legion, in a 200-page book¬ 
let on the results of its survey, 
urged congress to pass laws which 
will close all immigration for 10 
years: make mandatory for the 
United States immigration service 
to deport all alien-born persons 
who are members of any group 
“that proposes to change or over¬ 
throw this government by force or 
violence'; and make it mandatory 
for the immigration service to im¬ 
mediately deport all aliens who 
enter the country illegally, and 
provide for the fingerprinting of 
all. persons. 

■Weapon Is Education' 

The report covered various 
phases of communistic work in the 
United States and said, "The 
gieatest weapon with which to 
successfully combat communism, 
and its kindred diseases, is edu¬ 
cation.'' 

Communistic activities among 
youth and in agricultural regions 
came in for particular attention in 
the report. 

“The Communists have directed 
that a major portion of the activ¬ 
ity in the U. S. A. be among the 
youth," the report said. 

California Agitation 

'‘Communist agitators have also 
given a goodly portion of their 
time and effort to stirring up 
trouble in agriculture,” it con¬ 
tinued. "California has been the 
center of communistic activities 
on the Pacific coast, due to the 
fact that California is basically an 
agricultural slate. In one year the 
Communist party fomented strikes 
in California agriculture that in¬ 
volved over 50,000 workers and 
threatened for a time to tie up 
California crops entirely." 

The committee which conducted 
the investigation also reported 
that the Communist party had a 
place on the ballot in all except 
15 states in 1934. In 1928 the 
party was on the ballot in only 16 
states.

SCORES FLEE 
NEW FLOOD 


Secretary Of C-ommerc 
Flays Assertions Of 
His 'Interference' 


Inquiry Is Asked Into 
WPA Charges Made 
By General

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26. (JP)— 
Secretary of Commerce Roper to¬ 
day labelled "slander” any asser¬ 
tions that he is trying to inter¬ 
fere with the progress of sea 
safety legislation. 

He made this statement at a 
press conference in explaining that 
two commerce department ship¬ 
ping aides have been dismissed 
for “violent Insubordination" in 
connection with the premature 
publication of a report criticizing 
present safety aids. 

Predict Resignation 

The resignation of Joseph B. 
Weaver, director of the bureau of 
navigation, also was predicted in 
official quarters. 

The two aides who have been 
dismissed are Commander M. Mc¬ 
Coy Jones and Frederick L. 
Adams, Their dismissal has not 
been announced formally, but will 
be shortly. 

The dismissal was attributed to 
their refusal to answer questions 
regarding premature release of a 
report criticizing present ship 
safeguards. 

“I'm not going to resign now,” 
Weaver said today. “I’m going 
to finish my job. I'm going to 
put this service in the best pos¬ 
sible shape.” 

Complains of Shortage 

The report which led to the dis¬ 
missal was released to newspapers 
without going through the com¬ 
merce department's regular pub¬ 
licity channels. 

It was prepared by the depart¬ 
ment's board of supervising in¬ 
spectors. and it complained of lack 
of funds and facilities for inspect¬ 
ing ships and warned that some 
ships w f ere not safe. 


STOCKTON, Feb 26 CPI A 
new levee break occurred today 
on the rain swollen San Joaquin 
river, driving 10 families from 
their homes in the lowlands 20 
miles south. 

The break probably will flood 
6000 acres planted to peas, sugar 
beets and spinach. There will be 
slight damage, farmers said, if the 
water drains off. 

Respite from 15 consecutive 
days of ram and slow recession 
of valley flood waters brought 
relief today to most, sections of 
storm-harrassed northern Califor¬ 
nia. 

Several hundred thousand fer¬ 
tile acres still lay submerged 
from levee breaks or diversion 
of the Sacramento, San Joaquin, 
Merced and Stanislaus rivers, 
however, and scores remained 
homeless Health officials renewed 
warnings against possible typhoid 
infection from contaminated wa¬ 
ter. 

Damage in the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin river delta was es¬ 
timated at $500,000 for asparagus 
crops and damaged levees. 

A fresh storm is brewing off 
the coast, weather bureau offi¬ 
cials forecast. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 iJP> 
The angry dispute over Maj. Gen. 
Johnson Hagood. who was re¬ 
moved from active command after 
criticizing New Deal work relief, 
led today to a call for an investi¬ 
gation ami a move to place the 
issue before President Roosevelt. 

With one side charging gov¬ 
ernmental "terrorism" and the 
other warning army officers to 
keep out of “politics,” congres¬ 
sional friends of Hagood urged 
that a military court of inquiry be 
set up to delve into the whole in¬ 
cident. 

Representative Blanton iD, 
Texas), who has praised Hagood 
and suggested the impeachment of 
Secretary Dern and others, pre¬ 
pared to lead a delegation to the 
White House to protest the order 
sending Hagood from his com¬ 
mand at Fort Sam Houston. Tex . 
to "await orders." 

But Representative Faddis (D., 
Pa.), like Blanton a member of 
the house military affairs commit¬ 
tee, criticized the way Hagood 
slashed at WPA policy in giving 
testimony before a house subcom¬ 
mittee. Faddis declared military 
men "should be subordinated to 
the civil authority." Hagoou '. ad 
called WPA funds "stage money,” 
saying "you can pass it around 
but you cannot get anything out 
of it.” 


Vandenberg Won’t 
Run in Ohio 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26. (JP) 
Senator Vandenberg. Michigan, in 
a letter made public today, for¬ 
mally declined to run in the Ohio 
presidential primary but did not 
close the door to his future con¬ 
sideration for the Republican nom¬ 
ination. 

Writing to the Republican state 
committee of Ohio, in reply to an 
inquiry as to whether he would 
run, Vandenberg asserted his 
"sole interest” in the Republican 
convention was (hat it should 
make "the wisest possible de¬ 
cisions respecting both party 
leadership and par'y policies.” He 
was not "seeking instructed dele¬ 
gates" to the convention, he said.

Acting under authority of the 
banking act of 1935. the comp¬ 
troller decreed that the purchase 
of "investment securities,” in 
which the investment character¬ 
istics are distinctly or predomin¬ 
antly speculative, or “investment 
securities" of a lower designated 
standard than those which are 
distinctly or predominantly spec¬ 
ulative, is prohibited.

Despite reports emanating to 
the contrary from the northern 
part of the state, tomato packers 
have contracted for very little of 
their 1936 crop in the seven south¬ 
ern counties, ifficials of the On 
ange County Vegetable Growers 
association declared today. 

Lawrence Kokx. manager of the 
association, which embraces mem¬ 
bership in five southern counties 
said he knew of no contracts in 
Riverside. San Bernardino and San 
Diego counties, and that very few 
had been signed In Orange, Im¬ 
perial and Ventura counties. 

"The growers in this part of the 
state have become increasingly co¬ 
operative conscious." he said, “and 
it is not likely that any contracts 
will be signed before the early 
nart of March, following the an¬ 
nual meeting of the association.” 

The association meets in Santa 
Ana on March 2 to elect officers, 
amend by-laws, and consider "any 
other business wh’ch may come 
before it.” Among this other busi¬ 
ness, Mr Kokx said, will be the 
matter of the tomato price and 
contract dispute. 

"In asking for a different con¬ 
tract form and Ihe increase from 
$1(1 to $15 a ton for tomatoes,” 
Mr Kokx stated, "we are not seek¬ 
ing any undue advantage, or try¬ 
ing to be hard-boiled. We merely 
want to establish a market price 
and marketing system that will 
be mutually advantageous to 
growers and canners. However, 
growers in general probably will 
not sign 1936 contracts until the 
dispute is settled."

a veto message hinted of tax de¬ 
mands soon to come. 

House leaders delayed calling up 
the soil conservation subsidy bill, 
pending printing of the conference 
agreement reached speedily yes¬ 
terday with the senate on the final 
form of the substitute AAA. It 
was expected to receive final 
house approval tomorrow and then 
be sped to the senate on its way 
to the White House. 

Mr. Roosevelt vetoed a 50,000,- 
000 seed loan bill, and pointedly 
quoted his budget message warn¬ 
ing that "additional taxes be pro¬ 
vided" to cover expenses not In 
the budget. 

The death of AAA processing 
taxes apparently put the new 
farm bill in that category. Its 
cost is limited to $500,000,000 an¬ 
nually. Experts have been busy 
working on revenue plans. 

The house continued general de¬ 
bate on the $161,000,000 agricul¬ 
tural appropriation bill. 


The board of supervisor Tuesday 
got squarely behind the effort to 
rush to completion a group of 
buildings near Orange to improve 
facilities of the division of for¬ 
estry for fighting fires.

GARDEN GROVE. — Publicity , 
for law violators and confiscation | 
of automobiles of drunken drivers \ 
was advocated at a meeting of 
the associated chambers of com¬ 
merce here last night. No ac¬ 
tion was taken as a body, but 
the public safety committee of 
the group is expected to meet 
with a similar body from the 
coast association to formulate a 
plan of action within a short 
time. 

A letter from the Justice of 
the Peace and City Judge asso¬ 
ciation of the county was read by 
Speaker Ted Craig, in which the 
county body advocated publicity 
for violators and confiscation of 
cars, whether owned by the driver 
or not. Speaker Craig pointed j 
out difficulty of obtaining such 
legislation and Assemblyman I 
James B. Utt, Santa Ana, said 
that a move for impounding cars 
would result in confiscation in¬ 
surance and further expenses to 
the public. 

Adoption of a constitution and 
by-laws for the organization was 
accomplished at the meeting by 
a 7 to 3 vote. The County Farm 
bureau, newspapers and other or¬ 
ganizations formerly allowed a 
vote were denied this privilege 
by the new rules. Another point 
of contention, that the secretary 
must be affiliated with a mem¬ 
ber organization, was stricken out 
before adoption. 

Safety Is Theme 

Dr. C. G. Huston, Costa Mesa, 
and Floyd Howard, Santa Ana 
chief of police, were in charge 
of the program, which dealt with 
safety on the highways. 

Dr. James Farrage, Santa Ana, 
gave a vivid description of re¬ 
sults of accidents, blaming speed 
and liquor for the majority of 
accidents. Murder charges should 
be filed where a person is killed 
by a drunken driver, Dr. Farrage 
said. 

Chief Howard explained his plan 
for instituting a “rock pile” in 
Santa Ana and his hope that the 
method will curb drunk and reck¬ 
less driving. If the plan is suc¬ 
cessful in Santa Ana, he will then 
urge that all communities in the 
county co-operate in a like move, 
he said. 

Eugene Kruger, lighting engi¬ 
neer. explained need of adequate j 
lighting on highways to reduce ac- | 
cidents and toid of latest methods 
of preventing wrecks through il¬ 
lumination. 

Need More Patrolmen 

Need of many more highway 
patrolmen in Orange county and 
efforts to obtain them were told 
by Speaker Craig. “I believe the 
motor vehicle laws are the most 
fair of any laws in the state,” he 
said, “but unenforcement of the 
law creates a disregard. Our laws 
must be enforced.” 

He warned his audience they 
should resist any move to reduce 
or divert gasoline tax funds. 
When there are more officers, 
wider roads and one-way roads, 
accidents and deaths will be fewer, 
he explained. 

Speaker Craig ended his talk 
with a dramatic appeal for more 
thought on the part of drivers. 
"Each year a town the size of 
Santa Ana is wiped out, just be¬ 
cause someone doesn't think,” he 
concluded. 

Utt Speaks 

Assemblyman Utt explained that 
he has made many requests for 
increase in highway patrolmen for 
the county. He feels confident 
that the request will be granted, 
he added. 

Henry Yockey, Garden Grove, 
welcomed delegates to the com¬ 
munity, and Leslie Kimmel, La¬ 
guna Beach, responded. J. W. 
Crill, Garden Grove, reported for 
the agricultural committee, ex¬ 
plaining the canned orange juice 
situation and predicting a better 
year for orange growers in 1936. 

The next meeting will be held in 
Santa Ana, March 31, and will 
feature election of officers. Presi¬ 
dent Kellogg appointed Harry 
May, Fullerton; Ross Shafer, Tus- 
tin; O. T. Stephens, La Habra;

If you're a follower of the wily 
trout just buy the same license 
you get every year and put it in 
your kit when you go after the 
demons of the Pacific. 

However, if you're particular 
about the kind of fish you bait 
for, mebbe you won’t need a li¬ 
cense. 

The law says that fishing li¬ 
censes are required only for the 
taking of the following fish and 
mollusks: 

Tuna, yellowtail, marlin, 
broadbill swordfish, jewftsh or 
black sen bass, albacore, bar¬ 
racuda, honito, rock bass, 
California whiting (also known 
as corbina and surf fish), yel- 
lowfln, croaker, spot fin croak¬ 
er, salmon, steelhead and other 
trout, charr, ivhitefish, striped 
bass, black bass, perch, croppie, 
calico bass, Pismo dams, coc¬ 
kles, abalones and all varieties 
of sunfishes. 

Looks like white sea bass was 
left off that list, doesn't it? If 
you can think of any others not 
included, you're entitled to go 
after them sans license, but woe 
unto you if you get one of the 
above Friday meals on your line. 

The arm of the law might 
reach out and grab you by one 
carl Because, from all the in¬ 
formation we can scrape up, this 
fishing license statute is going 
to be enforced—rigidly! The 
boys with voices of authority 
may swoop down upon you as 
you fish from the surf, as you 
dangle your line off the pier or 
may even surprise you as you 
chug about in mid-ocean on a 
live-bait boat. Private boats may 
be stopped, too, and Ike Waltons 
asked to produce their licenses.

Both Sundcrlin and Merriam 
spokesmen denied that Governor 
Landon's decision not to bid for 
California's support of the May 5 
primary could be considered, in 
any sense, a "deal” to join forces 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26. UP)— 
President Roosevelt today vetoed 
the $50,000,000 seed loan bill. 

The measure was returned to 
the senate with the reminder by 
the President that in approving 
the $40,000,000 seed and feed loan 
bill in 1934 "I did so on the theory 
that it was proper to taper off 
the crop loan system, which had 
been initiated on a large scale as 
early as 1931.” 

Will Allow Some 

The President added, however, 
that he would issue an executive 
order in the next few days to meet 
any needs for loans to produce 
new crops. 

"I am convinced,” Mr. Roose¬ 
velt said in his veto message, 
“that the immediate and actual 
needs to which I have referred can 
be met during the year 1936 by 
an expenditure of funds materially 
less than that proposed in the bill 
under discussion.” 

“Needs Can Be Met” 

"Furthermore, these needs can 
be met, without the necessity of 
enacting authorizing legislation, 
through an allocation of funds by 
me from the appropriation pro¬ 
vided in the emergency relief ap¬ 
propriation act for 1935, which 
appropriation, I am informally 
advised by the comptroller gen¬ 
eral of the United States, can be 
utilized for such loans as I might 
indicate by executive order to be 
desirable and necessary as relief 
measures.” 

The vetoed measure would have 
authorized seed and feed loans up 
to $500 per farmer on 1936 crops, 
the government taking a first lien 
on the output. 


The price which the county will 
pay for 86 acres of land west of 
Anaheim, to be used as a settling 
basin for waters from the Ana¬ 
heim storm drain, will be de¬ 
termined at a hearing starting at 
2 p. m.

The county already has pre¬ 
pared its evidence on values 
through a board of three apprais¬ 
ers, but Supervisor N. E. West, 
who named one of the appraisers, 
yesterday sought appointment of 
a board of "expert appraisers” to 
present evidence at the hearing. 
The motion at the board of super¬ 
visors’ meeting was lost for want 
of a second. 

West's Contention 

Mr. West contended there is a 
strong possibility the county will 
pay $10,000 to $15,000 extra for 
the land unless experts are em¬ 
ployed. He asked Supervisor Le- 
Roy Lyon if he had discussed val¬ 
ues with the appraisal board. Mr. 
Lyon replied that he had answered 
a question put by one appraiser, 
saying he understood the owners 
would not sell foi less than a cer¬ 
tain figure. Mr. West declared 
his belief that this remark was a 
great injustice and had created a 
prejudice in the appraisers’ minds. 

Mr. Lyon replied that the county 
has set its own figure, beyond 
which it would not agree to go, 
and that this is considerably lower 
than the price demanded by the 
owners. The values set by the ap¬ 
praisers, he explained, are even 
below the maximum figure set by 
the county. 

Drain Costs $125,000 

The Anaheim storm drain is 
being constructed by Gogo and 
Rados, at a contract price of about 
$125,000 It will drain storm 
waters from the city of Anaheim 
and some additional territory, 
carrying them through a covered 
concrete conduit to a series of 
settling basins west of the city. 
There the water will sink into the 
underground basin. The project 
will protect about 600 acres of 
land south and west of Anaheim 
from flood damage. Construction 
of the conduit is now under way. 

The settling basins, occupying 
property to be condemned, are lo¬ 
cated in what formerly was the 
bed of the Santa Ana river. They 
also are under construction, some 
being practically completed. 

i’W’A Aids Project 

The project is being assisted by 
the Public Works administration 
to the extent of about $80,000 

A similar, though smaller proj¬ 
ect is being carried out to drain 
storm waters from the city of 
Placentia. A conduit will conduct 
the water to a settling basin 
northeast of Anaheim. The prop¬ 
erty in this case has been leased 
free to the county by the Anaheim 
Union Water company. Water 
sinking from the basin into the 
underground strata will lessen the 
lift of the company's adjacent 
pumps, it is believed.

Many observ¬ 
ers rate him today as favorite if 
a “dark horse” nomination is to 
be made. 

Among Vandenberg political as¬

Deductions permitted motor car 
owners under federal income tax 
regulations will be substantially 
the same under the new California 
personal income lax act. March 
15 is the deadline for federal tax 
returns and April 15 for state tax 
returns. 

Federal law allows certain tax 
cost or loss deductions reports the 
Automobile Club of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia legal department, hut there 
are some important exceptions. 

Netiher the federal nor the state 
gasoline tax is deductible on mo¬ 
torists’ returns in California for 
the reason that it is ruled a tax 
upon the distributor and not upon 
the consumer. Owners using their 
cars for business purposes, how¬ 
ever. may recoup their gasoline 
tax expenditures by considering 
such expenditures as part of the 
cost of gasoline. 

Tax on Retailer 

The California retail sales act of 
1 D.'l.'J imposes a tax upon the re¬ 
tailer. and the purchaser of an 
automobile, therefore, is not per¬ 
mitted to deduct such tax in mak¬ 
ing his income tax return 

Deductions which automobile 
owners are allowed to make in 
computing their taxable income in¬ 
clude the following: 

All sums paid during the calen¬ 
dar year as registration fees, per¬ 
sonal property taxes, and munici¬ 
pal license fees. 

Interest on money borrowed for 
the purhase of an automobile. 

The amount of financing charges 
on automobiles purchased which 
covers the interest on the loan, 
when specifically set forth in the 
contract, but not any carrying 
charge nor any amount covering 
the insurance premium to protect 
the finance company's interest. 

Depreciation Allowed 

All operating and maintenance 
expenses, including depreciation, 
on automobiles used wholly for 
business, or a pro rata share of 
such expenses representing busi¬ 
ness use where a passenger ear is 
used for both business and pleas¬ 
ure. Depreciation usually is fig¬ 
ured at 25 per cent per annum. 

Automobile insurance on auto¬ 
mobiles used for business pur¬ 
poses, or a pro rata share when 
used for both business and pleas¬ 
ure. 

Uncompensated losses sustained 
by reason of damage to automo¬ 
biles used for business or pleasure. 

Damage paid for injuries to per¬ 
sons or for destruction of prop¬ 
erty, provided the automobile at 
the time of the accident was be¬ 
ing used for business 

Loss on Sales 

Loss sustained when a car used 
for business is sold outright at a 
price less than its depreciated 
value, i Loss sustained where an 
automobile used for business is 
traded for a new car cannot be 
deducted, but the cost of the old 
car not recovered through depre¬ 
ciation may be added to the cost 
of the new car when computing 
depreciation for the ensuing year.) 

No deduction can be made for 
the amount paid for an automo¬ 
bile used for either business or 
pleasure, this being a capital ex¬ 
penditure and subject to claim for 
depreciation where the automo¬ 
bile is used for business.

Two hundred and forty of the 
brave boys of congress, mem bet s 
of political parties that have taken 
campaign checks in the past i un- 
ning into five or perhaps six fig¬ 
ures. have voted to investigate 
what becomes o' the two-bit initia¬ 
tion fees and the 10-cent monthly 
dues of the Townsend clubs of the 
land. 

Congress appropriates $23,000 
for the probe and the next de¬ 
ficiency bill will probably cany an 
item for the rest of the expenses. 

That the congressmen support¬ 
ing the Townsend plan readily con¬ 
sented to lhe investigation might 
be fair warning that the fishing 
expedition will net next to nothing. 
Apparently congress hasn't any¬ 
thing more important at hand than 
to take out time to examine the 
expense accounts of Townsend 
club No. 3 of Crossroads, America. 

Of course such informatoin as 
to how much John Doe contributed 
to the Democratic party in the 
hope of being appointed to the 
Court of St. James doesn’t interest 
anybody What John Smith gave 
to the Republican party and his 
hope for a tariff on mechanical 
toys is likewise of no particular 
interest. Just why Richard Roe 
contributed $10,000 to both the 
Democratic and Republican par¬ 
ties for the same ‘campaign is 
likewise a matter of only idle 
curiosity. 

We haven’t any inside informa¬ 
tion on the expenses of the Town¬ 
send club movement. We presume 
money goes to pay rent of head¬ 
quarters in a thousand or so com¬ 
munities in the land, that money 
is necessary to pay for printing 
of Townsend literature, that money 
is likewise required for expenses 
and salaries of lecturers, and per¬ 
haps a few of the many other 
items so well known to campaign 
managers of the major political 
parties. 

People of the land differ, and 
have a right to differ, in their 
opinion regarding the economic 
phases of the Townsend plan. But 
if the Townsend movement does 
nothing else than arouse the coun¬ 
try to the necessity for serious 
consideration of the plight of old 
people discarded by this machine 
age, it will have been well worth 
while. 

There is an almost unanimous 
decision in the nation that there 
must be progress toward old-age 
pensions. There is plenty of lack 
of agreement as to the details of 
such a plan, of course. But we 
thins the Townsend movement 
must be credited with this na¬ 
tional sentiment in favor of cor¬ 
recting the most serious injustice 
of our social and economic system, 

If congress is bent on discredit¬ 
ing the Townsend movement, it 
might better confine its activities 
to a sensible debate as to the eco¬ 
nomic phases of the plan, rather 
than financing a muck-raking ex¬ 
pedition designed in advance to 
make mountains out of mole-hills. 

But that isn’t the way of con¬ 
gress. Before it is brave enough 
to openly express an opinion about 
anything it. must first provide the 
scenery. We will now have the 
"build-up.” A villain or two, who 
may or may not have lined their- 
pockets with unearned donations, 
will be “exposed.” the general idea 
being to attempt to thus discredit 
the entire movement. 

In the meantime the Democrats 
might be careful how they shake 
campaign contributions out of re¬ 
lief workers and the Republicans 
might think twice before they take 
the coin of the rich Liberty league.

Perhaps the state could have convicted Moore if it 
had pushed the case. Perhaps it could have sent him to 
prison for the rest of his life. But would that have been 
wisdom or justice? 

Moore said he shot Wollert in what he viewed as an 
attempt to preserve the happiness of his marriage. Surely 
a man should not be too harshly condemned for deep and 
violent feelings upon a matter like that! 

Moreover, others besides Moore would have suffered 
had he been sent to prison. There are the wife and a child 
to be cared for. They must be supported. There also is 
the expense to society which Moore’s trial and incarcera¬ 
tion would have caused. 

Through the prudent exercise of mercy and judgment 
in this case, it may well be possible that another Amer¬ 
ican home has been snatched from destruction. And the 
strength of any nation—especially a democracy—lies in 
the homes of its people.

A WORLD explorer and archeologist in a recent book 
makes the striking point that only a handful of the 
world’s lost treasure has been recovered.

MONROE DOCTRINE 

The Monroe Doctrine is dead. 

Probably no one in the state de¬ 
partment would admit this, but it 
is the report quietly being made 
by Latin American diplomats to 
their governments. 

What they say killed the Mon¬ 
roe Doctrine is a provision in the 
amended neutrality bill recently 
passed by the house and senate 
The bill specifies that in case of 
war between a Latin American 
country and a European enemy, 
the United States may sell arms 
to the American country but not 
to the European. 

This, according to Latin Amer¬ 
ican diplomats, presupposes that 
the United States would permit a 
European country to invade an 
American country and, aside from 
selling arms, would do nothing 
about it. 

The Monroe Doctrine generally 
is interpreted as meaning the op¬ 
posite. In fact, when it was in¬ 
voked by President Cleveland 
against Great Britain and Ger¬ 
many to protect Venezuela, he 
made it clear that the United 
States would go to war to uphold 
the inviolability of the western 
hemisphere. 

Now. according to the implica¬ 
tion of the new neutrality bill, we 
will only sell arms. The Latin 
American nations will have to do 
their own fighting.

The Typhoid Menace 

F EAR of a typhoid fever epidemic in the flood-swept 
lowlands of Northern California emphasizes the fact 
that medical science is still waging a battle against the 
scourge. High water refugees have been cautioned by 
health authorities to undergo innoculation for typhoid 
and to drink no water from flooded wells. 

Typhoid no longer slays the thousands that it once 
claimed, but it is still a factor in the national death rate. 

Insurance company statisticians assert that the fever 
takes its heaviest toll in larger villages and small cities 
under 10,000 in population, which are neither strictly 
rural nor urban in character. 

This is not surprising since many larger villages and 
small cities in some sections of the United States find it 
hard to get central water supplies or to obtain proper 
purification plants. Moreover, many lack modern sewage 
disposal plants, and old-fashioned wells and sanitary units 
are prevalent. Inspection of food and milk supplies in 
such communities often is not as thorough as it is in 
larger cities. 

Most promising field for eradication of typhoid fever 
—aside from emergency locations like the flood area— 
seems to lie, therefore, in these small communities.
